PA Y S ABOUT $4000 TO COURT 


Dozen Cases Result From First One 


For Receiver, Filed Feb. 24, 1905, 


— 38 to be Benefited. 


Litigation over the defunct Equit­ 
able Building Loan Fund & Savings 
Association, which has extended over 
a period of seven years, has been 
ended in the circuit court with the 
filing of the final report of the re­ 
ceiver, Alvan Moor, the paying into 
the court of all the funds which have 
been obtained by the receiver in the 
various suits, and the filing of a pe­ 
tition by the receiver to 
satisfy a 
mortgage. 
The amount paid into the court by 
the receiver was about four thous­ 
and dollars. 
Approximately thirty- 
eight people will be benefited by this 
action of the receiver, and will re­ 
ceive their part of the sum in pro­ 
portion to the amount they lost in the 
failure of the association. 
» 
Judge 
Broaddus of 
Connersville 
was the special judge in the case and 
he will have jurisdiction in distribut­ 
ing the funds which have been paid 
into the court. 
The division of the 
funds will be made by the lawyers in 
the case. 
The litigation began February 24, 
1905, when the 
suit 
was filed 
on 
the relation of Indiana, by Charles 
YY. Miller, attorney general, against 
the Equitable Association for the ap­ 
pointment of a receiver. 
The result 
of this suit was the appointment of 
Alvan Moor as receiver. 
Ten or twelve resultant suits have 
originated from the suit for a receiv­ 
er and a number of courts have been 
involved in the decisions that have 
been returned. 
It will be readily recalled by those 
familiar with the case that one of the 
actions resulting was the filing of a 
suit against the directors of the de­ 
funct organization to foreclose. This 
was compromised 
and the 
receiver 
got about fifteen hundred dollars. 
The suit, brought by the receiver 
against the stockholders, to 
cause 
them to pay back stock 
withdrawn 
after the organization went into liqui­ 
dation was .the longest 
drawn-out 
case of the lot. 
The decision of tho 
circuit court was against the receiver 
and on appeal to a higher court, it 
was affirmed by the judges of the ap­ 
pellate court. 
Watson, Titsworth & 
Green were attorneys for the receiver. 
Judge Blair took the suit of Minnie 
Stewart against her former husband, 
Riley Stewart, for 
support of her 
children and modification 
of judg­ 
ment, which was heard yesterday a f­ 
ternoon, under advisement and will 
return a verdict later. 
In the one thousand dollar damage 
suit of F. A. Knecht against Thomas 
B. Scott, on account of personal in­ 
juries. the defendant has offered to 
allow judgment for fifty dollars.

Remarkable in that it resembles in 
every detail the recent marine disas­ 
ter is “The Wreck of the T itan/’, a 
story of prophetic fiction, by Morgan 
Robertson, which was written four­ 
teen years ago, and which began as a 
serial iii today’s issue of the Daily 
Republican. 
One of the strange co­ 
incidences of the 
story is 
the re­ 
semblance in name of the steamship 
of the fiction world and that of the 
material world. 
In this convincing and enthralling 
story the Titan, like the Titanic, was 
the largest and most palatial vessel 
afloat. It i3 regarded in the story as 
being built so that it was unsinkable 
and indestructible, but as was proved 
by its brother story from life which 
was written in history two weeks ago, 
as the most terrible accident ever re­ 
corded, the ingenuity of man has not 
yet been able to overcome the men­ 
aces that beset the sea. 
Like the 
Titanic, the Titan was speeding along 
the northern 
road in the 
Atlantic 
when it collided with an iceberg, and, 
similar to the Titanic, too, the Titan 
was not equipped with enough life 
boats and two thousand souls per­ 
ished in the freezing water.

The five thousand dollar damage 
suit of Lottie 
Herkless of 
Center 
township against P. A. Miller of this 
city, which was called in circuit court 
this morning, occupied the whole day, 
and it was not anticipated it would be 
concluded before late this afternoon. 
The plaintiff wants damages in that 
sum for injuries received July 25, 
1909, when the horse she and her hus­ 
band were driving frightened at P. A. 
Miller’s automobile and fell down an 
embankment, dragging the buggy and 
its occupants after it. 
The defendants was the chief wit­ 
ness on the stand this afternoon. Mr. 
and Mrs. George W interier and M rs. 


I*. A. Miller a l s o testified for the de­ 
fense this afternoon. 
P. A. Miller described his part iii 
the accident very graphically and his 
story was not damaged very much iii 
cross examination. He explained that 
he drove his automobile around the 
buggy in which the plaintiff and Dar­ 
win Herkless rode, while ascending 
the Galloway hill 
between Knights­ 
town and the orphans home. 
He de­ 
clared the lines were over the single­ 
tree when his car passed the buggy. 
The defendant testified that he was 
l imning his car on high 
gear, while 
going up hill, and when his auto had 
gone past the buggy about two hun­ 
dred feet, he found it necessary to 
change to low gear to get the rest of 
the way up, and threw on the emer­ 
gency and the foot brake both. 
At that point Mr. Miller testified, 
the automobile started back down hill, 
but slid only three or four feet. 
Ile 
stopped this, according to his testi­ 
mony, by turning on more gasoline 
and starting forward on low gear. 
The testimony of Mr. Miller 
and 
Darwin Herkless differed in regard to 
distance. 
Mr. Herkless said that the 
automobile w a s not more than sixty 
feet ahead of 
his horse 
before it 
began to sputter and start back down 
tin* hill. 
Mr. Berk&ss 
testified the 
car ran more than three or four feet 
backward. 
<'ontimiing his testimony, the de­ 
fendant said he ran his machine on 
ii}) the hill twelve or fifteen feet when 
his wife called his attention to the ac­ 
cident befalling Darwin Herkless and 
the plaintiff in this case. 
He stopped his car 
on the 
hill 
again, he said, and his wife and Mr. 
and Mrs. Wingerter went back to in­ 
quire if the people were hurt. 
He 
said lie cranked his automobile and 
ran it on up to the top of che hill on 
low gear, where he stopped and wait­ 
ed until Ids party returned. 
The defendant’s attorneys brought 
out in bis testimony that measure­ 
ments had been taken, that the hill 
was about S20 feet 
long, and the 
grade where the buggy toppled over 
was about eight feet. 
Mr. Herkless 
testified this morning the grade was 
eighteen feet. 
In cross examination attorneys for 
the plaintiff brought out that Mr. Mil­ 
ler had 
been 
instructed 
when lie 
bought his automobile to use the low 
gear -to climb hills. 
They also estab­ 
lished the fact that the defendant had 
climbed the same hill with his ma­ 
chine in high gear before, but when 
there were no vehicles behind so that 
any lives would be endangered if the 
automobile should start back down 
the hill as it did in this instance. The 
defendant was 
asked if he thought 
Goatftroad en pave 4.

Martin Pfium, living in Rush coun­ 
ty, met with an accident a few days 
ago, which is likely to lay him up for 
most of the summer, and froip which 
he escaped with his life only by good 
fortune and the timely 
aid of his 
brother, says the Newcastle Times. 
Mr. Pfium went to a field some dis­ 
tance from the house, to drive up a 
cow with a young calf by her side. 
The animal, full of the new-found in­ 
stinct of protection of her young, be­ 
came half wild when Mr. Pfium ap­ 
proached it. 
In an unguarded mo­ 
ment she whirled, lowered her head, 
which luckily was hornless, and drove 
it against the man so powerfully that 
he was knocked headlong upon the 
hard ground. 
Then the cow charged 
again and again, butting 
with lier 
skull against the frame of the farmer, 
who was not able to get to his feet. 
Several injuries 
were 
inflicted, the 
most serious being that to one of his 
both bones of which were broken 
above the ankle. 
In his struggles to 
escape the onslaughts of the madden­ 
ed beast, Mr. Pfium caused the jagged 
ends of the broken bones to protrude 
from the wound, a condition 
which 
made his injury worse. 
The wounded 
man believes he 
would have been pommeled to death 
by the bovine but for the chance a r­ 
rival of his 
brother, 
Michael, who 
came upon the scene with a dog and 
chased the cow a wav.

ternoon. 
He was 
summoned 
last 
Thursday afternoon, but was never 
called before the 
jurors. 
A young 
man named Moore, whose connection 
with the case is not 
known, was a 
witness. 
Alva Eakins was the last witness 
yesterday afternoon. 
He is said to 
be an important one, as he was one 
of the first few men to reach the 
scene of the fire after it was discov­ 
ered, and most of the stuff saved 
from the fire, including the blood­ 
stained rug, were taken to his home.

Election Has Raised a Nice Question 


Concerning a Somewhat Sim ilar Sit­ 


uation That Exists in Marion, and 


There Is a Difference cf Opinion. 


Marion, Ind., April 30.—Until the 
prosecu ting attorney or police order 
the saloon keepers tp qu it selling liq­ 
u or, Marion saloons will not b e closed. 
George M. Coon, tr.e prosecu ting at­ 
torney , said, after reading excerpts 
from the su preme cou rt’, decision in 
the Kokomo cases, that he wished to 
see a copy of the fu ll text cf ihe deci­ 
sion b efore acting. 
Charles A. Morris, president of the 
Marion Liqu or Dealers’ association, 
said that the saloon keepers were not 
apprehensive as to the situ ation in 
Marion. 
“We have ob ey ed the law,” 
said Mr. Morris, “and are operating 
u nder licenses issu ed, b y the cou rt. 
Until a higher cou rt overru les the de­ 
cision in the Grant circu it cou rt we 
consider that we have no other b asis 
b y which to he gu ided. 
The decision 
relative to the Howard cou nty case 
su rely cannot b e taken as a b asis of 
action here.” 
“Dry ” leaders of Grant cou nty dis­ 
cu ssed the prob ab le effect of the Ko­ 
komo ru ling on the liqu or situ ation in 
Marion. 
They intimated that they 
wou ld prepare to take early action in 
prosecu tions. 
They view the decision 
in the Kokomo cases as apply ing di­ 
rectly to the Marion situ ation. 
Their 
version is that the cou rt in issu ing 
licenses to twenty -one saloon keepers 
of Marion acted withou t au thority , 
and that the m atter now stands ju st as 
thou gh no licenses had b een issu ed. 


ASTOR’S FIRST WIFE 
WAS NOT FORGOTTEN 


Said to H « Been Remember­ 
ed In Will. 


New York, April 30.—In spite of the 
fact that every b ody connected with 
the Astor estate denied that there 
wou ld b e any news ab ou t the filing of 
the will of Colonel John Jacob Astor, 
it is gossiped ab ou t town that the will 
of Colonel Astor was read to his heirs 
last Wednesday . It was said b y those 
in tou ch with the affairs of the Astor 
estate that the will left to Mrs. Astor 
the home cn Fifth avenu e. 
Persons who are in a position to 
know say that althou gh it had b een 
reported that Mrs. Ava Willing Astor. 
Colonel Aster’s first wife, had received 
no share of the estate, which is valu ed 
at $1 50,000,000, it was nevertheless 
tru e that she had b een rememb ered in 
the will and also that his second wife 
had b een lib erally rememb ered in the 
will.

Attorney General Interprets Law s Con­ 


cerning Buildings and Pupils. 
Indianapolis, April 30.—In an opin­ 
ion to Charles A. Greathou se, state 
su perintendent of pu b lic instru ction, 
the attorney general has said that a 
school corporation may contract a 
deb t u p to the 2 per cent limit of to­ 
tal taxab les prescrib ed b y law-, irre­ 
spective of the indeb tedness of the 
civil city of the same mu nicipality . In 
the same opinion it is held that when 
a school corporation receives pu pils 
from another corporation b y transfer 
it mu st provide proper hou sing for 
su ch pu pils, even if additional rooms 
mu st b e rented. 
A third part of the 
opinion was to the effect that while 
the state b oard of health has power to 
condemn u nsanitary conditions in a 
school b u ilding, and to prevent its b e­ 
ing u sed u ntil the conditions are re­ 
moved, the qu estion of a new b u ilding 
or repairs to the old, are matters en­ 
tirely u p to the school au thorities.

Boston, April 30.—W ith assurances 
from h is m anagers th a t h e will h ave at 
least tw enty-four of th e Bay S tate’s 
th irty-six delegates to th e Ch icago 
convention, P resident T aft ended h is 
M assach usetts cam paign h ere a t 
8 
o’clock last nigh t and left for W ash ­ 
ington. 
Th e Roosevelt people, on th e 
oth er h and, asserted w ith every sh ow 
of confidence, th at th e colonel would 
be th e preference of th e M assach u­ 
setts R epublicans at th e polls today 
and would h ave a good m ajority of rice 
delegates to th e convention. 
W ith both of th e Republican candi­ 
dates, th e president of th e U nited 
States and an ex -president, zigzagging 
across th e state delivering tail-end 
speech es to th e crowds, M assach usetts 
w as on tip-toe all day yesterday. 
Th e 
air was 
ch arged w ith politics. 
In 
m any of th e cities business was prac­ 
tically suspended, wh ile th e words 
“T aft” and “R oosevelt” h ung on th e 
lips of all.

A story in the Indianapolis News 
last night reveals the fact that John 
€. Cheney of Shelbyville was appoint­ 
ed by Governor Marshall to succeed 
Dennis 0 Neil on the recommendation 
of Judge 
Blair and 
Chief 
Justice 
Douglas Morris of this city. 
It was 
intimated 
yesterday 
by 
Democrats who were consulted iii re­ 
gard to the 
appointment that 
Mr. 
Cheney was not recommended by any­ 
one but that he 
went to 
Governor 
Marshall and applied for the appoint­ 
ment and it was given to him. 
It was 
said that the present incumbent and 
the Governor were very good friends. 
The story in the 
News 
reveals 
further that the resignation of Den­ 
nis O’Neil did not travel through the 
mails, but w as carried in person to 
Governor Marshall 
Saturday after­ 
noon by John C. Cheney. After hand­ 
ing the written resignation to the gov­ 
ernor, he was on the ground to make 
application for the job. 
It is said that it was not generally 
known here Saturday afternoon that 
Dennis O’Neil had resolved on the 
course .that he 
pursued 
out of the 
difficulty. 
Some few 
officials were 
acquainted with the facts, it is stated 
that he had given his resignation to 
Mr. Cheney to carry to the governor. 
The appointment of Wallace Mor­ 
gan by Mr. Cheney as deputy did not 
come as a very great surprise, when 
it first became known last night, as it 
was generally supposed Mr. Morgan 
would -be selected since he has been 
aid by several Democrats to be the 
logical man for Hie position. 
The Indianapolis 
News of 
last 
night adds tile following concerning 
the appointment of Cheney: 
“Governor Marshal! 
received the 
resignation of Dennis O’Neil, p r o s e ­ 
cutor of Rush and Shelby counties, 
Saturday afternoon, and immediately 
appointed John C. Cheney, of Shel­ 
byville. 
O’Neil’s 
resignation 
was 
carried to the office of the Governor 
by Cheney. 
“ Cheney was recommended for the 
place by Judge Blair of the Rush- 
Shelby circuit, and 
Chief 
Justice 
Morris of the supreme court. 
O’Neil 
did not file any recommendation for 
Cheney or any other person for the 
(dace, and in his resignation assigned 
iii health as his 
reason for 
with­ 
drawing. 
The 
Governor’s 
office 
knew unofficially, of the investigation 
into O’Neil’s 
conduct by the Rush 
County Bar 
Association, 
but the 
Governor said the knowledge did not 
enter into his p art in the tran sac­ 
tion." 
Under the caption, “Out on High­ 
balls," the Greensburg 
News says 
concerning Dennis: 
Dennis O’Neil of 
Rushville 
has 
food out against his enemies for 
some time, but at last had to throw 
up the sponge and acknowledge de­ 
feat, as he tendered his resignation 
as prosecuting attorney of the 16th 
judicial circuit, (Rush 
and Shelby 
counties) Saturday, and 
Governor 
Marshall appointed John C. Cheney 


of Shelbyville, as h is successor. Den­ 


nis came to Rushville as a ball play­ 
ers nd batted himself into the good 


graces of their people and into the 


prosecutor’s office, then commenced 


hitting “high balls" and struck out. 


Now again Ii is name is “Dennis." 


Suggested That Automobile Owners 


Should Remember Law is 


Very Stringent. 


FEW ARE KEPT CLEAN ENOUGH 


Danger Lies Mostly in Driving to 


Other Cities— Result in Case 


of Accident. 


With the opening of spring and the 
resumed and increased use of auto­ 
mobiles it has been suggested that, in 
the interests of the owners of ma­ 
chines themselves, a warning ought 
to be sounded, touching the law which 
now provides for the number of cars. 
It is confidently said that there are 
more than half a dozen cars in steady 
use now which wear no number at all. 
There 
is a large 
number of others 
which have only one number, and of 
the whole army of cars 
of various 
makes, ages and patterns there are 
only a few* of them whose numbers 
are kept clean enough to answer the 
purpose of the law which compels 
their display on the vehicle in use. 
All this is subject for warning. The 
present law touching automobile num­ 
bering provides, iii no uncertain terms~ 
that every car which is run must have 
its number 
done in 
figures 
four 
inches long and half an inch wide, in 
white, on a ground of black, display­ 
ed conspicuously on the front end, 
and also on the rear end. 
Tile law' 
further 
makes 
it plain 
that these 
numbers must be kept clean, so as to 
be plainly legible to all who care to 
read. 
These precautions manifestly ought 
to be taken by all car owners, since 
their arrest is likely to follow at any 
# 
* 
time should they fail to do so. 
Par­ 
ticularly, should they drive to some 
other city, they are likely to get into 
trouble unless their whole outfit is iii 
line with the legal 
provisions, and 
here or elsewhere, should they meet 
with any of those unavoidable acci­ 
dent s which sometimes do betail, the 
fact that, in any particular, they were 
at the time, in disregard of the law' 
which governs auto driving the fact 
would militate against them, both in 
the courts and in the popular eye.
